Death 
sentence is mandatory for first degree 
murder, but. the formality of sentence 
was postponed until next Monday 
morning. 

Cheers greeted the verdict when it 
was flashed to the crowd outside Long 
Island City’s supreme court. Inside the 
court the verdict was received in si- 
lence. Neither defendant exhibité y 
great emotion, and’ seemed to be eit 
too dazed to fully comprehend its por- 


expected. 
Her Head Jerks Perceptibly. 


When, after the usual formalities, the 
foreman uttered his “both guilty of 
murder jn the first degree,” Mrs. Sny- 
der’s blonde head, professionally dress- 
ed for the occasion by a hairdresser, 
jerked perceptibly. Her eyes, roving like 
those of one fainting, fixed upon the 
square shoulders of her erstwhile lover. 
Then she stiffened, her head came back 
into position, and thus, erect and 
proud, she sat while the jury was

INQUIRY IN BAKER DEATH 
TOGENTER AROUND TRIO 


Persons Living Near Home of 
Fredericksburg Boy to Be 
Questioned Today. 


SACK LIKE BOOTLEGGERS’ 


Anvestigation of the mysterious mur- 
der of 9Q-year-old Albert Baker, of 
Fredericksburg, Va., whose body was 
discovered May 2 floating in the Rap- 
pahannock river, will center today 
around three persons—negroes living 
within a stone’s throw of the boy’s 
home. 

Detective Sergeant Ira M. Keck, of 
the Metropolitan police force, who aid- 
ed Fredericksburg police in their in- 
vestigation last week, was asked to re- 
turn to the Virginia city today to aid 
in questioning the negroes. 

After communicating with Freder- 
icksburg authorities yesterday, Keck 
expressed confidence that the mystery 
surrounding the Baker boy’s disappear- 
ance and his death would be solved, 
adding hopefully, “I believe investiga- 
tors are now on the right track.” 

The theory held by Keck and others 
working on the case is that the Baker 
boy was killed, perhaps accidentally, by 
@ person who later disposed of the body 
to hide the. death. 

The boy disappeared the afternoon of 
February 22, while he was with play- 
mates within sight of his home. When 
last seen alive he was standing in the 
street looking into an alley in which 
three negroes were standing at an au- 
tomobile. 

Police have one real clew to work 
on. It is the small piece of burlap 
which the boy’s body was tied in and 
thrown into the river. As a matter 
of fact, this piece of burlap and the 
cord used to tie the ends together with, 
are the only workable clews the inves- 
tigators have. After careful tnvestiga- 
tion the police believed the bag would 
not be of much value as a clew. Later 
developments, however, make this piece 
of burlap of real value to the police. 

It is known that investigators plan 
to carry their investigation this week 
to Quantico, Va., near the United States 
marine base. Other pieces of burlap, 
similar to that used in the Baker mur- 
der, have been used at Quantico—by 
bootleggers, to cover half-gallon jars 
of corn liquor. 

Several men living in Fredericksburg, 
all of whom are bootleggers, are known 
to have used pieces of burlap similar 
to that held by the police, in their 
bootlegging operations, These men will 
be requestioned in an effort to run 
out their statements, made last week, 
that they had not seen the Baker boy 
the day of his disappearance. 


BURGLARS, BEATING 
ATTORNEY, SOUGHT 


Adriaans Struck With Ham- 
mer on Finding Men Break- 
ing Into Store. 


Aroused by the brutality of two 
young white men who attacked and 
beat J. H. Adriaans, 68-year-old crip- 
pled lawyer, into unconsciousness in 
the hallway of his apartment at 337 
Pennsylvania avenue northwest early 
yesterday, police are exerting every 
effort to bring about their arrest. 

Adriaans discovered the men at- 
tempting to break into Naiman’s fur- 
nishing store on the first floor of 337 
Pennsylvania avenue. When the men 
discovered his presence they seized his 
hands and struck him twice over the 
head with a hammer. 

Adriaans was forced to face the wall 
in the hallway and hold his hands 
above his head. The men searched his 
pockets and finding nothing struck 
him over the head several times and 
fled. Adriaans, after lying unconscious 
for several hours, crept to his rooms 
and remained there until daylight, fear- 
ing another attack. 

He was taken to Casualty hospital 
suffering from severe lacerations and 
contusions on the head and shock. His 
condition is believed to be not serious.

DEYOE AND SCHOTTES 
REINSTATED ON FORCE 


Shot at Tires of Chased Auto, 
Pursuers Testify at the 
Inquest. 


— 


Policemen G. C. Deyoe and William 
A. Schotter were absolved of blame in 
the fatal shooting of William Dement, 
29 years old, alleged rum runner, of 
1359 Spring road northwest, by a coro- 
ner’s jury in the District morgue yes- 
terday. The verdict held that Dement 
came to his death as the result of a 
gunshot wound, which pierced his 


brain, fired “by a police officer in the 
line of duty.” 

The shooting occurred the night of 
April 13 in the Southeast section dur- 
ing a liquor chase. Dement was driving 
the liquor car, and after being shot, 
the vehicle careened into a house at 
Fifteenth and G streets, tearing away 


@ portion of the front porch. He died 
Friday night in Casualty hospital. 

“They shot that boy right through 
the head. It was cold-blooded mur- 
der,” Austin Jarboe, 303 Twelfth street 
southwest, who was riding with Dement 
in the liquor car, testified. The police 
version, however, held that Deyoe and 
Schotter were firing at the tires of the 
pursued car, and never in the direction 
of the two occupants. 

The police car, containing Sergt. 
George Little, commander of the police 
liquor squad; Patrolmen Deyoe and 
Theodore O. Montgomery and Revenue 
Agent Schultz, were parked on the 
Marlboro road at Sixty-first street 
southeast, awaiting rum cars, the police 
version of the story held, when a car, 
recognized as a liquor vehicle sped by. 

Schultz drove the car in pursuit, the 
police declaring that at times their 
speed was as high as 80 miles an hour. 
Immediately the rum car began to 
belch a smoke screen. 


Schotter Joins Chase. 


At Branch road Schotter, on motor- 
cycle, joined in the chase. Shots were 
fired at the fleeing car by Schotter and 
Deyoe, and finally when the car turned 
into Fifteenth street from Pennsyi- 
vania avenue the car swerved and 
plowed into the house. Deyoe and 
Sergt. Little captured Jarboe as he was 
running from the wrecked car, police 
say, and Deyoe admitted striking Jar- 
boe. 

Jarboe, however, told a different 
story. Visibly affected by the death of 
his companion, Jarboe ‘spoke in a 
trembling voice and his words flowed 
amazingly fast. More than once his 
eyes filled with tears as he denounced 
the policemen. 

“They started shooting at us as soon 
as they saw us on the road,” he said. 
“They didn’t know whether we were 
congressmen or who we were.” He then 
followed the same route of the chase, 
and when the cars, in his version, en- 
tered Fifteenth street he said the po- 
lice car was alongside. “Then they shot 
him, right through the head,” he de- 
clared. “It was murder.” 

Although closely questioned, not one 
of the policemen admitted seeing any 
shots fired from the liquor car. They 
steadfastly held that the only reason 
the shots were fired was to puncture 
the tires and gasoline tank. 

Coroner J. Ramsey Nevitt accepted 
the new police report of the affair and 
the inquest began at 11:30 o’clock. Dr. 
Nevitt postponed the inquest Saturday 
after deciding the police investigation 
and report were incomplete. 

Detectives Charles J. P. Weber and 
Carlton Talley, of headquarters, and 
Assistant District Attorney Walter M. 
Shea testified talking to Dement 
and Jarboe after the shooting. At the 
Sixth precinct, the three said, Jarboe 
admitted operating the smoke screen 
and running 30 cases of corn liquor in 
the car, but gave several versions of 
the shooting, one time declaring the 
police shot deliberately, and at other 
times declaring a richocheting bullet 
hit Dement. 

The policemen were suspended fol- 
lowing the death, but were restored as 
the result of the verdict.

Bachman Asserts’ Utility 
Earned $157,900 in. Excess 
of 7 Per Cent Return. 


Experts struggled with intricate ques- 
tions of value yesterday when hear- 
ings in the telephone case were re- 
sumed before the public utilities com- 
mission. 

The Chesapeake & Potomac Tele- 
phone Co. produced expert witnesses 
to support its claim to a rate-making 
valuation of its property in excess of 
$30,000,000. B. M. Bachman, accountant 
for the commission, introduced evi- 
dence in support of his valuation of 
$20,430,000. Hé asserts that the com- 


pany earned $157,900 in excess of a 
7 per cent return on that investment. 

Value of land is one of the large 
items on which Bachman and the com- 
pany’s experts differ. William F. Sloan, 
of Chicago, a consulting engineer, who 
supported the company’s case said that 
in his opinion the company was en- 
titled to add to the appraised value of 
land an overhead item representing 
services of engineers in determining 
where land should be bought for tele- 
phone uses. 


Equipment Value. 


Lieut. Col. J. Franklin Bell, engineer 
commissioner, and his assistant, Maj. 
W. E. R. Covell, took issue with Sloan 
on value of used equipment. It began 
with the question of poles. The life 


of poles, for purposes of the valuation 
hearing, had been considered to be fif- 
teen years. 

Maj. Covell took up the inclusion of 
overhead items, such as part of com- 
pensation of engineers, in the value of 
permanent or long life equipment. He 
asked Sloan if that was not consider- 
ing such overhead as charged to capital 
account and when the engineer as- 
sented Covell asked if, as an engineer, 
he thought it proper to charge the 
same item to both operation and capi- 
tal account. The answer was negative, 
and when Sloan, in réply to a question 
by George P. Hoover, of company’s 
counsel, said he knew of no items that 
had been so charged doubly on the 
company’s books, Covell referred to 
$600,000 named as expense of acquir- 
ing business during the last two years. 

Sloan was followed to the witness 
stand by Charles A. Robinson, chief 
engineer for thé company. The hear- 
ing will be resumed today in the‘offices.

building.

NATIONALISTS PUNISHED 
BY DEFEATS, HE HOLDS 


Chen’s Regime Exists Only in 
Name, It Is Held; Radicals 
Are Discredited. 


London, May 9 (By A. P.).—The tide 
of events in China has punished the 
perpetrators of the Nanking outrages 
of March 24, more severely and effec- 
tively than any foreign power could 
have done, Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
foreign secretary, declared in the house 
of commons today in announcing that 
Great Britain has adopted a new 
watchful waiting policy in the Far East. 
This policy will wait upon the estab- 
lishment of a responsible government 
in China with which the powers can 
negotiate. . 

Thus, it is felt, Great Britain has 
lined up with the United States with 
regard to the method of dealing with 
the Chinese problem. No further de- 
mands concerning the Nanking disor- 
ders will be made from London on the 
nationalist (Cantonese) authorities. 

‘Two months ago it seemed as if the 
nationalists would sweep China from 
the South to the North,” said Sir Aus- 
ten. “The Nanking outrages checked 
this victorious career if they have not 
wrecked it altogether. The communist 
wing has been split from the Kuomin- 
tang (Cantonese political party) and 
the most important of all the com- 
munists and their foreign advisers in 


the eyes of China have been deeply 
discredited.” 


Chen’s Regime Seen Ended. 


The foreign secretary said that with- 
in four days of the “unsatisfactory” 
replies to the foeign powers’ identic 
protest on the Nanking disorders, the 
long impending split in the nationalist 
ranks took place and that Chen’s gov- 
ernment now exists only in name. 

Thus, he said, the Nanking outrages 
have reacted in a dramatic and unwel- 
come manner and “those in high places 
responsible for the outrages have been 
punished with a promptitude and com- 
pleteness unusual in human affairs.” 

He declared that the third interna- 
tional at Moscow was responsible for 
the Nanking disorders, but that the 
communist element in China was now 
thoroughly discredited. 

The British government, he con- 
tinued, even under such provocation as 
it had received, was unwilling to aban- 
don hope that its friendly policy would 
soon evoke. an equally friendly response 
from the Chinese government. 


Other Powers Are Agreed. 


He told the house the British gov- 
ernment had decided that the present 
application of -penalties for the out- 
rages at Nanking and the failure of 
the Chinese nationalists. to observe the 
canditions of the Hankow agreement 
was inexpedient, however fully justified. 

Sir Austen said that he believed sim- 
flar reasons had led other interested 
governments to a like conclusion.

BORAH SEEKS OUTLAWRY 
OF STRIFE 10 AID CHINA 


Senator Favors Pact by Five 
Great Nations, Proposed 
| by Briand. 


BACKS COOLIDGE POLICY 


Cleveland, May 9 (By A. P.).—Sena- 
tor William E. Borah, Idaho, in an 
address here tonight on foreign rela- 
tions, seized on a recent pronounce- 
ment of Premier Briand, of France, that 
he favored a treaty between France 
and the United States to outlaw war, 


to advocate a treaty between the five 
great nations, United States, Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan, to 
outlaw war as ‘between these nations 
and China. 

“The accord of these five powers to- 
gether with the policy announced by 
the President (referring to his New 
York address) would in effect put the 
ban .on outlawry on war where out- 
lawry is most needed,” Senator Borah 
declared. 

“What is the meaning of the present 
doctrine of force as being practiced by 
the five great powers in China?” the 
senator asked. “It means the right of 
foreigners to seize and exploit China’s 
wealth, and when China objects an- 
swer with armies and navies. It means 
an effort to crush the nationalistic 
spirit of 400,000,000 people, an under- 
taking which, I venture to predict® 
will mean loss of millions in treasure 
and hundred of thousands of lives.” 

“But from. this course the United 
States has turned away,” Senator Borah 
continued, “preferring rather to assist 
and encourage every legitimate aspira- 
tion of the Chinese for freedom, unity, 
cultivation of a-national spirit and the 
realization of the republican--form of 
government.”

The necessity that the drive continue, 
however, was stressed last night by 
Victor Deyber, in charge of the collec- 
tion. The $10,000,000 which is being 
raised by the American Red Cross will 
hardly be enough to finance the emer- 
gency relief work, it has been ascer- 
tained, and the goal will probably be 
raised in the next few days. 

The national fund now amounts to 
$9,341,405. The Eastern States fur- 
nished $6,035,000; Midwestern States, 
$2,383,000, and the Pacific coast States, 
$791,000.' The total includes $32,405 
from insular and foreign sources and 
the appropriation of $100,000 made by 
the National Red Cross. 


_ $359 From Cuba. 


Included in the contributions yester- 
day was one of $359.13 from the 
newest Red .Cross chapter, the Guan- 
tanamo chapter, at the American naval 
base at Guantanamo, Cuba. This chap- 
ter has a Membership of approximately 


The Red Cross of Cuba, through its 
president, Gen. Miguel Varona, sent 4 
contribution of $10,000 with a message 
of sympathy for the flood victims. 

Messages of sympathy were received 
from the Red Cross of Japan and the 
Red Cross of Santo Domingo. Among 
contributors in America was the 
Needlework Guild of America, which 
from its convention in Philadelphia 
sent $3,000 to the relief fund. 

In his report on conditions found in 
various Red Cross camps in the disas- 
ter area, Lieut. Col. Fred H. Bloom- 
hardt, medical corps, U. S. A., said: 

“As the days pass since the full force 
of the flood struck Arkansas, and as 
inspections by direction of the adjutant 
general of Arkansas are made of the 
various camps-and other places where* 
refugees are being cared for, the organ- 
izations that have been effected and 
the smoothly working plans that are 
being carried out without friction or 
lost motion are little short of marvel- 
ous.” 

Two Counties Damaged. 


Following an earlier report on the 
tornado in’ Kansas of Saturday night, 
the Red Cross mid-Western branch of- 
fice at St. Louis yesterday informed 
headquarters that while there were ru- 
mors of damages in other counties, con- 
firmed reports so far confine the dam- 
age to Reno and McPherson counties. 
The total dead reported for both coun- 
ties is six, while 300 homes are report- 
ed damaged in Reno and 12 in McPher- 
son county. The Red Cross chapters 
in both affected communities have in- 
dicated their ability to handle the sit- 
uation, while Miss Evadne Laptad, the 
Red Cross field representative on the 
scene, is keeping in close touch with 
developments. 

It is expected that nearly half a mil- 
lion persons will have been vaccinated 
against smallpox and typhoid before 
the emergency relief work is finished. 
Red Cross health forces also are consid- 
ering the use of the gambusia top min- 
now in the campaign against mosqui- 
toes. If used, the minnows will be 
placed in back waters where they eat 
the mosquito larvae. 


Cattle Being Fed. 


In addition to human refugees, the 
Red Cross also has hundreds of head 
of valuable live stock to feed. Tons of 
feed are being used each day in an ef- 
fort to save horses, mules and cattle, 
numbering between 75,000 and 100,000 
head. Many of these are marooned on 
levees, with 11,000 at Greenville alone.

Lawrence county reported 28 dead in 
a series of tornadoes which struck 
Walnut Ridge, Imboden, Hoxie and 
other small towns and communities in 
that section. 

Toledo and Rison, in the central part 
of the State, reported a storm which 
killed one and injured others, while 
Carlisle, Hazen and Lonoke reported 
three dead and many injured in a se- 
ries of storms. 


Train Coaches Blown Over. 


Reports from Eldorado said seven- 
teen were known to have been killed at 
Strong and it was feared the death list 
would be increased. 

A corps of 50 doctors and nurses were 
sent to Strong on a relief train after 
being recalled hurriedly from Norphelt. 

In Walnut ridge and Hoxie area in 
northeastern Arkansas, 20 deaths had 
been reported at 9 p. m., with 8 other 
fatalities at Egypt.- Other sections, in- 
cluding Imboden, where some damage 
and loss of life was believed to have 
taken place, and many other small 
towns were yet to be heard from. 

At Hoxie three coaches of a Frisco 
train were overturned by the force of 
the wind, injuring three trainmen 
seriously. They were the only occu- 
pants of the wrecked cars. 

Two school houses were blown down 
at Hoxie and two children were killed 
and scores injured in that crash. Re- 
ports to the Arkansas Gazette tonight 
declared that 100 homes were wrecked 
in Hoxie. 

Walnut Ridge reported that a large 
portion of the town was in ruins and a 
wide area in the country devastated by 
the wind. 

Egypt was virtually wiped out by 
the storm, early reports stated. 

Carlisle reported one woman dead a 
mile south of the town, a man and 
his son dead five mites east of the 
town and many injured over a wide 
area. 

Lonoke reported one dead and twelve 
injured. 

In the fear that many persons were 
buried in the ruins at Strong, hun- 
dreds of men from El Dorado, Smack- 
over, and other places in the oil belt 
were. conducting a search tonight 
among broken houses and brick stores. 
R. N. Garrett and other El Dorado hotel 
men announced that the homeless in 
Strong would be accommodated free 
in this city. 

Norphlet, scene of the first tornado, 
was stripped of its frame buildings, 
but most of the casualties resulted from 
falling oil derricks, of which there were 
many within the city. Every derrick 
was felled, and one crashing into the 
Norphlet General hospital wrecked the 
rear portion of the building, injuring 
07> patient and two nurses. 


Six Killed in One House. 


Jonesboro, Ark., May 9 (By A. P.).— 
The tornado which took a toll of seven 
lives in Egypt late today, swept a path 
only 30 feet wide through the little 
hamlet and destroyed only two resi- 
dences and a barn. 

The home of John Richey was demol- 
ished and six members of his family 
perished. Richey was away from home 
at the time and was the only member 
of the family to escape. A neighbor's 
boy visiting in the Richey home at the 
time also was killed: 

Another residence near the Richey 
home was demolished. Five persons 
were injured in this home, all being 
members of the same family. 

Mrs. L. W. Tate and her two daugh- 
ters were killed at Pierce’s Mill, 4 miles 
from Pauls Switch, late today when 
their home was demolished by the tor- 
nado. Two were known to be dead at 
Pauls Switch. 


32 Deaths in Dallas Region. 


Dallas, Tex., May 9 (By A, P.).— 
Known deaths were 32 tonight from tor- 
nadoes which twisted early today over 
a narrow path between 75 and 100 miles 
in length in Dallas, Collin, Hunt and 
Lamar counties of Texas. 

One hundred or more were injured,. 
about one-half of them _ seriously 
enough to require hospital attention. 
Between 200 and 300 were homeless 
at Nevada, Collin county, the town 
worst damaged by the twisters. The 
total property loss was estimated to 
exceed $1,000,000. 

The death list stood at 16 at Nevada, 
10 at Garland, 4 at Wolfe City, and 2 
at Kellogg. Some of.the injured were 
expected to die. 

Relief work was well organized to- 
night, but faced the greatest task at 
Homeless persons of that 
town of between 600 and 800 inhabi- 
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section of Garland; seemed to be about 
an hour later than that which de 
stroyed Nevada, and according to ree 
ports jumped upward at Garland and 
was next experienced in Lamar county, 


where Tigertown, a small community, 


were reported injured in Lamar county, 
The seriously injured at Garland 
were treated in Dallas hospitals, while 
those from Nevada were taken to Mc- 
Kinney, Greenville and Dallas. 


Victims in Illinois. 


Paducah, Ky., May 9 (By A. P.).—A 
number of lives were lost in a tornado 
and cloudburst which struck the vil- 
lages of Grinnell and Hillorman, in 
northwestern Massac county, Il., be- 
tween 7 and 8 o’clock tonight, accord- 
ing to fragmentary reports brought to 
Metropolis, Ill. by persons from the 
Grinnell’ and Hillorman vicinity who 
went there for aid. 

Chicago, May 9 (By A. P.).—Three 
men were killed and several slightly 
injured today when a terrific wind and 
electrical and rain storm swept over 
northern Illinois and Indiana, wrecking 
small buildings, uprooting trees, play- 
ing havoc with wire communication 
and flooding streets and basements. 
Hail also did damage in Chicago sub- 
urbs. 

Charles Heeg, village blacksmith at 
Hinckley, Ill., was killed. 

Two men were killed in Chicago, one 
by lightning and one by a fallen wire. 

At Aurora, Ill., the storm caused &a 
panic at the race track when it un- 
roofed and sent flying timbers into the 
stands. No one was injured, but hun- 
dreds were drenched by the driving 
rain. 


Herrin Suffers Damage. 


Herrin, Ill., May 9 (By A. P.).—One 
person was killed in a tornado that: 
struck Herrin at 5:25 p. m. today, up- 
rooting trees, twisting houses and busi- 
ness buildings off their foundation 
blowing down telephone wires. 
preliminary checkup which reported 
one dead did not reveal the victim's 
name. Property damage, unestimated, 
is expected to be heavy. 

Roof of the First National Bank and 
the Elks club were blown away. A tor- 
rental rain followed the tornado. Four 
miles south at Lake Creek, several rail- 
road section hguses were scattered. 

West Frankfort, Ill., May 9 -(By A. 
P.)—A tornado which struck here be-

Newspaper Men Denied Right 
to Report Facts Uncensor- 
ed by Officials. 


GEN. AMARO WARNS 
OF TROOP DESERTIONS 


Revolts and Revolutionary 
Activity Rife in Five 
States, Rumor. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Further indications that President 
Calles of Mexico is sitting on a volcano 
of smouldering revolutionary activity 
and is taking steps to cope with ex- 
pected emergencies reached here yes- 
terday. They came coincident with re- 
ports from Mexico City that Calles had 
virtually assumed the powers of dic- 


tator since he had clapped on the 
censorship on all outgoing news from 
Mexico, 

It was learned here yesterday that 
Calles has sent his wife and family to 
Los Angeles and that Gen. Amaro, sec- 
retary of war, is preparing to send his 
family to San Antonio. Other high 
Mexican Officials have arranged for 
women and children of their families 
to reach the United States via Laredo 
or from Vera Cruz. The Mexican gov- 
ernment had advised against attempt- 
ing to pass from Mexico City to El 
Paso on account of “disturbed condi- 
tions” in the state of Chihuahua. 

About a dozen American newspaper 
correspondents who have gone to Mex- 
ico City to report on latest develop- 
ments are being denied the privilege of 
sending out any news excepting such 
reports as the federal authorities wish 
to indorse. Accordingly, the majority 
are not sending out any dispatches, it 
is said. 

Statements Prepared. 


Prepared statements, given out by 
direction of the Calles government, 
with a view to accentuating the re- 
ligious feature of the revolts are being 
printed in the Mexico City newspapers, 
but are apparently not being sent to 
the United States because the corre- 
spondents have no means of verifying 
the reports and seemingly discredit 
them, The censorship has been par- 
tially lifted so far as Mexican news- 
papers are concerned, it is learned here, 
but the Mexican newspapers are warned 
not to “embarrass the government.” 

One of the most disturbing reports 
which has filtered through the cen- 
sorship is that Gen. Amara has warn- 
ed Calles that there is grave danger 
of wholesale desertions from the rank 
and file of the federal troops. Another 
disturbing report is that ammunition 
is beginning to reach the revolution- 
ists and that a schooner with 3,000,000 
rounds unloaded her cargo at an un- 
named port in the state of Guerrero. A 
leader of a revolutionary band, with 
400 men, is reported to have entered 
the port without opposition and taken 
possession of the ammunition. Lack of 
ammunition, rather than lack of rifles, 
is said to be the greatest handicap 
which the revolutionists have so far 
had to contend with. 

Other reports, escaping the censor- 
ship, state that revolts have sprung up 
in the state of Coahuila, under leader- 
ship of Col. Galvany and Sanchez. The 
states of Jalisco, Guanajuato, Michoa- 
can and Guerrero are reported to be 
seething with revolutionary activity.

serve. the conditions of the Hankow 
agreement was inexpedient, however well

tveloped that the United States was op- 


‘posed to applying penalties for the Nan- 
‘king outrages. Japan leaned toward the 
‘American side of the argument. The 
British government at first was very 
‘strongly disposed to use strong measures 
«with the nationalists, but in spite of 
‘urgent representations from the British 
‘residents of China, the government de- 
‘cided to adopt a policy that would har- 
“monize with that of the other powers. 

; The agreement whereby Britain was 
warranted in reoccupying Hankow was 
deliberately violated by the communistic 
‘branch of the nationalist. government, 
which set itself up in business at Han- 
‘kow. But this element has been badly 
beaten by Chiang Kai-Shek in its first 
etest of strength, and Sir Austen Cham- 


Jberlain now believes that the communists 


shave been mastered. 

* One reason for abandoning the idea of 
staking punitive measures against the na- 
‘tionalists for the Nanking outrage is that 
the communists who were at the bottom 
‘of the affair “have been punished with 
‘a severity and speed whieh would, have 
‘been impossible by any foreign power.” 

* Chiang Kai-Shek, while not making 
‘any response to the-foreign demands, 
‘seems to have done still better, by search- 
ing out and destroying the element that 
yan amuck at Nanking. This was what 
Eugene Chen promised would be done. 
The powers whose nationals. were at- 
tacked are therefore no longer under the 
mecessity of calling the nationalists to 
‘account. The question of collecting in- 
aemnities can be safely left open until 
‘a stable government has been established 
in China. 

- All signs point to the triumph of the 
nationalists. Whether Chang Tso-Lin 
finally decides to fight or compromise, the 
result will be the same, from present 
prospects. The nationalists are increas- 
ing in numbers. They possess a patriotic 


‘spirit that is unknown in the other Chi- | 


mese armies. They know what they are 
fighting for. Chang Tso-Lin’s forces are 
“made up largely of mercenaries and 
White Russians who can not be depended 
upon to fight toa finish. As for Borodin 
aud tne radical Chinese who .have been 
avon over to communism, they have been 
effectually set back, at least for the time 
being, and their military power is com- 
paratively small. 

In some quarters it is conjectured that 
eng, the “Christian” general, is holding 
off in the northeast, waiting to see the 


outcome of the fighting between the Can-, 


tonese and the northern army. He is an 
opportunist, pure and simple. If he 
thinks he can turn the scale at the psy- 
chological moment, with profit to him- 
self, he is as apt to join one side as the 
other.

GUILTY. 


Murder in the first degree is the verdict of 
the Snyder-Gray jury—the only verdict that 
could have been rendered in harmony with the 
facts. 

The murder of Albert Snyder by his wife 
and her paramour was plotted in cold blood 
and executed with a flendishness that appalled 
the country, It seemed like a tale of the Mid- 
dle Ages, when passion was the law and mur- 
der was not a crime. The guilty couple were 
besotted with liquor when they murdered, but 
when they laid their plans they were in full 
possession of their faculties. Gray carefylly 
prepared an alibi which, unraveled, carried 
him step by step to the scene of slaughter and 
away. from it. He was enmeshed in a net of 
his own making. The woman, after a brief at- 
tempt at falsehood, was soon proved to be as 
guilty: as-Gray. She helped to plan the death 
of her husband, induced Gray to participate in 
the murder and herself took part in it. 

The sordidness of this crime, the bestiality 
and callousness of the criminals and the over- 
whelming proof of guilt, out of their own 
mouths, are a reproach to civilization. The 
guilty pair have forfeited their right to live. 
Their execution is the only method by which 
society can adequately punish them. Their 
escape from the electric chair would be as 
great. a reproach to civilization as was the 
crime itself,

A NEW INDUSTRY. 


The general substitution of automobiles of 
the closed type for the ‘“‘touring’’ and other 
open varieties has had an unexpected effect 
upon one line of industry not supposed to 
have any close affiliation with the manufacture 
of passenger cars. 

Experiments conducted in the plant of the 
Ford company in Michigan led to the dis- 
covery of a new process for the manufacture 
of plate glass by which the cost of produc- 
tion is reduced as much as 40 per cent. Be- 
cause. of his need for such material ‘in the 
building of closed cars Mr. Ford established 
a factory where the new material has been 
made on a commercial scale. So satisfactory 
were the results that the number of ‘new 
process”? factories now reaches five, of which 
the Ford interests control three. 

During 1926 153,000,000 square feet of 
plate glass were consumed in the United States. 
Of this total 47,000,000 feet were made under 
the new process and 24,000,000 feet were im* 
ported, mostly from Belgium. For tariff pur- 
poses all plate glass is divided into three 
classes—small, medium and large. Under the 
tariff act of 1913 the rates were respectively 
6, 8 and, 12 cents .a square foot. In the 
tariff act of 1922 Congress increased these 
rates to 12%, 15 and 17% cents a square 
foot for the small, medium and large sizes. 
But the following year furniture manufactur- 
ers who are, next to the automobile manu- 
facturers, the largest users of plate glass, 
petitioned the tariff commission to inquire 
into the cost of manufacture in this country 
and abroad with the purpose of recommend- 
ing a reduction in the tariff rates. The com- 
mission has prepared an exhaustive report 
which the plate glass makers hope. will result 
in a recommendation that the duties be in- 
creased, or at least that they will be allowed 
to remain at the rates now prescribed, in the 
event that legislation affecting tariff schedules 
shall be undertaken during the next session 
of Congress. 

In the meantime furniture makers and the 
importers of the Belgian product have asked 
an opportunity to be heard and, in response 
to that request, the commission is hearing all 
interestéd parties this week. The furniture 
people assert that the new process now in use 
in the making of plate glass enables the manu- 
facturer to produce the small sizes at 18 cents 
a square foot, while the cost of manufacture 
in Europe, with freight and the tariff charges 
added, makes the cost of the foreign product 
laid down in American ports far in excess of 
that figure. They hold that the commission 
did not take into consideration this new process 
during the investigation of American costs. 
They insist that American production falls far 
short of meeting the demand, and in support 
of this contention they call attention to the 
fact that even the Ford company, in spite of 


-its ownership of three plants, was compelled 


to. import 6,000,000 square feet last year. 

The furniture makers are persistent in their 
demand that the commission recommend to 
the President that he prostate a 38-per cent 
reduction of the rates. 


WASHINGTON HAS A RIVAL. 


Canberra was formally dedicated yesterday 
with the Duke of York, son of King George 
of England, present as the representative of 
the crown. Canberra is the Washington of 
Australia, and unless the city planners of 
this Capital make haste to complete the 
L’Enfant design, with the suggested addi- 
tions, the capital of the Southern continent 
may outshine Washington as the most beau- 
tiful city in the world. 

The Australians have gone at the creation 
of their capital in no half-hearted manner. 
It will become what it is designed to be, the 
real center of government, with commerce as 
an outside and completely separate adjunct. 
The city is located in the center of a federal 
district 912 square miles in area, or more 
than nine times the size of the original Dis- 


. trict of Columbia as originally laid out, and 


is situated 200 miles from Sydney and 400 
‘from Melbourne. It is designed as a model 
city upon which millions of dolars have al- 
ready been spent and upon which countless 
millions more will be expended. The capitol 
itself has’ not yet been erected, but instead 
a temporary building said to have cost 5900,- 


000 pounds sterling is to be used pending. 


the completion of the permanent structure. 
Like our own Capitol, that of Can is 
located on a commanding hill trom which, 
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considerable section of the. district has been 


set aside for industries, and the remainder 
is reserved for parks and public purposes, 


In order that there may never’ be intro- 


‘duced into the district any undesirable fea- 
tures, and that land speculation may never 
mar the plan of the founders of Canberra, 
the government will not sell any land within 
the district, but leases will: be made, with 
rigid control, of land within the industrial 
section. 


The. Australians intend to make Canberra 


the model city ,of the world. That it shall 
likewise become the most beautiful is also 
their aim. They have the money with which 
to carry out their aims and the willingness 
to expend every dollar necessary for the ac- 
complishment of those objects. ~

THE SMALLPOX RECORD. 


According to State reports tabulated by the 
American . Association for Medical Progress 
there were nearly 34,000 cases of smallpox 
in the United States during 1926; with only 
two States entirely free from the disease. 
The mild type of case prevailed generally, 
which accounted for the fact that there were 
but 361 fatalities: Outbreaks of the serious 
type early in’ the year, however, brought 236 
deaths in California and 31 in the State of 
Washington. According to the association, 
the United States reported more cases than 
any other country outside of Asia, although 
there were in this country some 7,000 fewer 
cases than in 1925. Then it adds the state- 
ment: 

It is significant that in both the United 
States and in England, smallpox is most 
menacing where. antivaccination senti- 
ment is strongest—in southern California 
and in northern England. 

Even though the fewer deaths in 1926 show 
that some progress is being made in the con- 
trol of emalipox, the fact that the United 
States leads all other nations outside of Asia 
is not creditable to a country which is in- 
clined to boast of its public health’ system- 
and its widespread use of preventive medic- 
inal and sanitary measures. Smallpox is a 
preventable disease—its control can be ef-

THE ATLANTIC FLIERS. 


It seems now that the flight of the White 
Bird has ended in another tragedy of the sea. 
On Sunday morning, at 5:18 o’clock, -Capt. 
Charles Nungesser and Capt. Frarcois Coli 
piloted their single-engined plane upward from 
Le Bourget flying field, near Paris, and headed 
toward New York. Stowed aboard was slight- 
ly more than 40 hours’ gasoline supply, enough 
according to calculations, to give life to the 


motor for over 4,200 miles under normal con- 
ditions. The White Bird was seen passing over 
Ireland. Since then, however, despite rumors 
and reports, it has not been sighied and at 
6 o'clock last night more than 40 hours had 
elapsed since the take-off. 

There remains only the hope that the 
aviators may yet be found floating around in 
the lifeless hull of their plane. Theirs was a 
gallant attempt, undertaken in the face of the 
prevailing westerly wind, one which .the world 
had hoped might have had a happier ending. 
Ultimately the miles lying between Paris and 
New York will be spanned through the cir, 
but the failure of this latest attempt is most 
discouraging. 


EDUCATION AND EARNINGS. 


Supplementing the figures recently made 
public by the Department of Agriculture re- 
garding the monetary value of an education to 
farmers, is an article in the May issue of the 
Current History Magazine from the pen of J. 
A. Schmidtmann, member of the board of 


regents of the University of Wisconsin, whose 
facts are based on statistics gathered by Prof. 
A. C. Elles, of the University of Texas. Ac- 
cording to this gentleman, a study of the earn- 
ings of more than 3,000 pupils who left the 
Minneapolis school at the: end of the eighth 
grade shows that they began with an annual 
salary of $240 against an average of $600 
paid to graduates of the high school. More 
than 100 members of the Princeton class of 
1901 reported average salaries of $706 the 
first year, $2,039 the fifth year and $3,304 the 
tenth year. An analysis of the 8,000 names in 
the 1900 edition of Who’s Who in America 
disclosed only 31 names contributed by the 
5,000,000 uneducated in America, $08 by the 
33,000,000 with common-school education, 
1,245 by the 2;000,000 high-school graduates 
and nearly 6,000 by the less than a million 
college and university graduates. 

It hardly seems possible that in this day 
and age it is necessary to come to the defense 
of education, or to figure its value in terms 
of dollars and cents. A monetary standard 
is inadequate, for the value of education lies 
in many diverse compensations. It will be 
unfortunate if as a result of the many so- 
called studies of this matter, education comes 
to be considered valuable only for the increased 
earning power it produces... To many thou-. 
sands, however, money is a convenient meas- 
ure, and these undoubtedly will be glad to 
know that in addition to all other compensa- 
tions to be gained from learning, there is the 
consideration of a fatter pay envelope.

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A L’ENFANT MEMORIAL. 

Washingtonians are demanding & 
etructure to commemorate the designer 
of their city, Maj. Pierre Charles L’En- 
fant, says the New York Times. Here- 
tofore his most effective memorial has 
been the city itself, and the greatest 
tribute paid to him the resuscitation 
of his original plans which had been 
partially discarded, The Washington 
Post has discovered that there is no 
slab of stone or tablet of bronze or 
statue to his memory within the pre- 
cincts of the Capital, and urges that 
& memorial be erected in one of the 
spaces to be cleared in carrying out 
the original plans of the city. 

This is as it should be, for thanks 


.| largely to the taste and work of this 


companion of Lafayette, Washington is 
today one of the loveliest cities in the 
world. Had his original ideas been 
carried out from the beginning it would 
have been even finer. But the main 
plan, conceived in spaciousness, has 
been sufficiently followed to have made 
the Capital a park-like city of vistas. 
When the present work of constructing 
new Federal office buildings and of 
opening up new streets is finished, 
much will have been done to add to 
the beauty of the city. 

Maj. L’Enfant had the misfortune to 
disagree with some of the early poli- 
ticlans of Georgetown. In the quarrel ' 
that ensued the President sided against 
him. For his services he was offered 
the sum of $750 or a small-lot not far 
from the site of the present White 
House. Apparently economy was. Ps 
presidential watchword even before the 
administration of Mr. Coolidge. - Dis- 
satisfied and insulted, he refused both. 
In his old age he sought suitable com- 
pensation from Congress without suc- 
cess, and finally died in 1825 a depend- 
ent of a family by the name of Digges 
in Maryland. His was an eccentric dis- 
position; he was somewhat suspicious 
and inclined to want to have his own 
way. 

It is to his achievements rather than 
to his personal qualities that it is pro- 
posed to erect a memorial. In the days 
when the United States had only a few 
million inhabitants scattered along the 
Atlantic seaboard, L’Enfant had the 
vision to prepare a capital for a great 
nation. To be sure, the growth of the 
city has exceeded even his dreams, but 
much of this has come within the last 
quarter century. Strangely enough, one 
of the artistic dangers which he most 
feared when it was originally planned 
to auction off the city lots not only 
came to pass soon but remained long— 
the erection of “huddles of shanties” 
near important building sites, These 
at last are disappearing under the ® 
pressure of present-day real estate de- 
velopment. That they persisted so long 
is in a sense a further tribute to his 
foresight. He rightly understood the 
problems of planning a great city. It 
is high time for that city to show :ite_ 
understanding of his genius by paying 
him the tribute of a memorial.

Aud now} before we take wup,<the 
business of the day, may I say a word 
or two in regard to the mew column 
that we have recently added to our 
homemaking department, known as the 
“Market Guide.” This column may, I 
feel, need a few words of explanation. 


The fool prices that are quoted in 
this new department are not—as_I fear 
may be expected—-the lowest prices for 
. the mentioned articles of food to be 
found in our city, but are rather prices 
obtained at a place where prices may, 
on. the whole, be considered average 
rather than very high or very low, and 
prices that are quoted on the best 
Product of each kind that could be 
found «t its lowest price. It is possible, 
uf coursé, that in certain isolated in- 
stances lower prices may be found for 
the articles of food mentioned tn the 
Market Guide, but in compiling the 
material for my weekly report I make 
an effo-t to bring to the attention of 
the housekeeper not the humdrum 
things that bave been found in market 
all year, such as rump steak and beets, 
old potatoes and the like, but the 
spring things that are new and appeal- 
ing, that my readers may be informed 
of the progress that these new foods 
are making in the markets. 
umn is, in other words, a key to the 
unusual and desirable in the food shops 
and the best grade of this unusual, that 
we may be assisted in a wise selection 
before we do our Saturday marketing. 
Never, in my opinion, are inferior foods 
an economy—however low the price. 

Now for a ° menu and the ensuing 
business of the day.

Chicken -Broth with Rice 
Crackers

We- have. gone for days now without 
a menu that provides what we speak 
of as “left-over materials.”” The busi- 
ness of change from roasts to cutlets 
and their kin is a desirable one, but 
one-meal foods are, as we are well 
aware, an extravagance and we can not 
indulge in them as a steady diet. For 
today, although it is not Sunday, I 
have planned a chicken dinner that 
will provide for tomorrow not only 
chicken from which may be construct- 
ed any number of delicious things for 
our evening meal, but chicken’ broth 
that will have had an opportunity to 
jell in the ice box over night and which 
will, if properly seasoned, give us a 
‘elicious jellied chicken consomme for 
sur tomorrow night’s repast. 

Chicken is one of the meats of which 
we should take advantage at this time 
of the year. They are not at their 
highest point at this time and the 
meéat, being a white meat, is not as 
heating or as our other substantial 
protein foods, 


Chicken With Noodles. 


Boil a chicken slowly until tender in 
water to which an onion, a bay leaf, 
and a few stalks of celery have been 
added. Remove when cooked to a hot 
platter and garnish with parsley and 
over the top arrange a few strips of 
pimento. Season the broth in which 
the chitken was cooked with salt and 
pepper to tasté and thicken with flour 
mixed with.a sufficient amount of milk 
to make it of just the consistency to 
pour gasily. Strain the gravy so made 
and ‘keep it hot. May I add right-here 
that if a jellied consomme is to be 
made tomorrow it must.be provided for 
today by saving out enough of the 
broth to serve a cup of jelly to each 
member af the family. This will ma- 
terially cut down the gravy for the 
first serving of the chicken, as we may 
not add more water to the bird for its 
boiling and still expect the broth to 
* form a jelly when it is placed in the 
ice box to chill.. The chilling of the 
broth does not make it jell, but the 
richness of it does. Thin broth re- 
quires the addition of gelatine to make 
of it a jellied soup. 

After the gravy has been thickened 
and kept hot while the noodles, one 
package, are cooking in boiling salted

water it is added to the noodles (when 
they are done) and the whole is to be 
seasoned to taste. The chicken, which 
ig also to be kept hot, has already been 
arranged on a platter, and the noodles 
with their gravy are to be put around 
the chicken on the platter and the 
whole garnished with sprinklings of 
paprika and sprigs of parsley. 

The rest of our menu we will be able 
to construct without difficulty. Here 
are a few recipes that have been sent 
to us by kind friends and that I think 
you will enjoy. 

Baltimore Kisses (K. D. R., Nevada). 

4 egg whites beaten until stiff and 
dry. 
1 scant cup granulated sugar. 

1 cup broken walnut meats. 

1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Mix these ingredients and drop onto 
a greased paper that is placed on 2a 
baking sheet. Bake in a very slow 
cven for from 40 to 50 minutes. 


Some of us may know of this next 
recipe, but it is an excellent one as we 
may well say for we have tried it here 
at the studio and found it so. It comes 
to us from Mrs. W. L. D., who lives in 
Washington. 


Caramel Pudding. 

A can of condensed milk boiled for 
two hours. Then cool and put the 
can in the ice box and when well ciiill- 
ed serve with rich cream. 


A friend of all of ours, at least of 
those of us who listen to the radio 
homemakers’ hour, had occasion to 
come to this studio here at The 
Post, and she left with me the 
receipe that I am now going to pass 
along to you. We were discussing food. 
which is not strange, is it. and she told 
of this dessert which sounds as-de- 
licious as it is unusual, Oh, yes, her 
name is Mrs. Parkinson, and she. gives 
us our delightful music during the 
homemakers’ hour. 


Cookie Dessert. 


It is necessary that a certain cookie 
be used for this dessert as no other 
will do—and against our very flat pol- 
icy of no trade names in this column 
I am this time going to make an ex- 
ception and tell you that the cookies 
used are called “Famous” cookies, and 
are to be had in little round tins, 1 
judge, from the description. The choc- 
olate ones are to be bought, and a 
pint of whipping cream—and this is 
the procedure: 

First we whip the cream and then 
place one of the cookies, which are 
very thin, in the palm of our hand 
and mound some of the whipped cream 
up on it to the extent of about a halt 
inch.

OR about ten years.a mighty bat- 
F tle has waged between the advo- 
cates of the different methods of 
treating anemia. Another way of stat- 
ing the issue which caused the war is: 
Does taking an iron tonic do any good? 

In the olden days the faith of the 
public in iron tonics was unbounded. 
Go far enough back and we can say 
the faith of the public in all kinds of 
meédicines—pills, powders and spoon 
medicine—was unbounded. Then the 
houses began to fall. Finally, amid the 
wreck and ruin, little remained except 
the faith in iron tonics. That seemed 
rock-ribbed. 

But a something called “therapeutic 
nihilism” was in the air. They say 
Osler started it. Of course he did not, 
bus he did crystallize a vague, formless 
impulse into a very definite seeable, 
feeling, recognizable force. Men began 
to say iron tonics were useless. They 
quoted some scientific backing. They 
said the tron taken as medicine is not 
absorbed. If it was, it would poison 
the system, as the body in health only 
contains a few grains of iron, and to 
add as much as a bottle of iron tonic 
contains would push the sick man 
over the top—toward the angels. 

The answer was that most of the 
iron in the iron tonic was used to neu- 
tralize the poisons in the digestive 
tract and some was then absorbed. to 
make new blood. Back came the an- 
swer: You can’t prove it. 


Then came something of a compro- 
mise. It was admitted that ordinary 
iron and ordinary salts of iron were 
not of value as iron tonics, but that 
organic salts of iron were absorbed and 
used. But this was denied. The op- 
ponents said there was no proof that 
organic preparations of iron were help- 
ful in anemia. If anything short of 
iron in the shape of foods was help- 
ful, the inorganic salts of iron stood 
a better show of being helpful than 
did the organic salts. Then the row 
started again almost all down the line. 

Next came the claim tkat iron in 
food was helpful, but iron in medicines 
was not. The row cauSed a lot of in- 
vestigation, and tke end is not yet. 

The following is an effort to make a 
fair statement of the-situation as it 
now is. The only reason for taking an 
‘iron tonic is a deficiency of iron in 
the system. 


A deficiency of iron is responsibie 
for the condition known ‘as anemia. 
There are several kinds of anemia. [If 
a person learns that he has anemia he 
should next learn what kind of ane- 
mia, and then what is the cause. 

A very simple inexpensive, easily 
made blood test will settle that ques- 
tion moderately well. A person can 
need -iron without being pale, and a 
person can be pale without needing 
iron. 

An ordinary iron tonic will not be of 
service in pernicious anemia. If the 
cause of anemia is found it should be 
removed. 

Now, these several things having 
been done, is there any likelihood that 
taking an iron tonic in addition will 
help? The evidence for just about 
equals the evidence against. I should 
say the old .standby should not be 
wrecked on the eyidence as it now is.

~ The final report at yesterday’s lunch- 
eon adc®d $14,856 to the sum secured 
last week, bringing the campaign total 
to $71,134.95. With $60,000 raised last 
year, there is now $131,134.95 in cash or 
pledges in the hands of John Poole, 
treasurer of the memorial commission. 
Estimates show that the memorial 
proper, without some of the landscape 
features, amplifying devices and other 
embellishments later to be added, can 
be built for $155,000. The balance 
meeded before the contracts are let, 
therefore, is approximately $24,000, and 
from sources yet unheard from, this 
balance will be still further reduced by 
funds raised during the campaign just 
closed. 

When these figures were placed be- 
fore the workers yesterday Edward F. 
Colladay, who has led one of the divi- 
sions of men’s teams, made the state- 
ment that there were still hundreds of 
Washingtonians who would be willing 
to subscribe if approached on the me- 
morial project, and that there were 
ecores of others who had made up their 
minds to subscribe but who as yet 
have failed to do so. He made the 
formal motion that the campaign be 
continued indefinitely, with the cam- 
paign organization already in hand, un- 
til the deficit is made up. His motion 
Was seconded by Isaac Gans, who has 
served as a team captain during. the 
drive. But before it could be put to a 
vote half a dozen workers rose to their 
feet to urge that the motion be carried. 
With these were Mrs. T. V: Walker, 
who represented the woman’s auxiliary 
of the American Legion during the 
campaign, and who pledged the con- 
tinued efforts of her organization until 
the objective of the drive is reached.

MOTHER IS INDICTED 
ON KIDNAPING CHARGE 


Children, in Custody of Father, 
Disappear While Going 
to School. 


Mrs. Piney A. Youngblood, former 
wife of James J. Coursey, was indicted 
yesterday by the grand jury on a charge 
of abducting her two children, Bertha, 
12 years old, and Shelton, 10. The chil- 
dren disappeared near Stanton square 
northeast, on Februar? 17, while on 
their way to school... According to the 
police, this was the second time the 


_children disappeared from the custody 


of their father, James J. Coursey. The 
latter was divorced from the defendant 
in Florida on January 8, 1921, and was 
awarded the custody of the children, 
according to the records. The children 
are supposed to have been taken away 
in an automobile. 

Joseph F. Green; who has several 
aliases. was indicted on a charge of 
false pretenses. He is alleged to have 
represented himself as a congressman 
to Ida Knapp, 20 Eighth street north- 
east, on December 3, 1921, in the lobby 
of a downtown hotel and afterward 
procured her indorsement to a worthless 
check. for $100. Louis Hopkins, colored 
was exonerated by the grand jury of 
a charge of homicide in connection with 
the death of George C. Brown. The lat- 
ter was beaten with the crankhandle of 
an automobile on April 22 in front of 
premises at 1235 Seventh street north- 
west. 

Elmer Dodson, taxi driver, and Eliz- 
abeth M, Rossingol, who were arrested 
on complaint of Edward Dougherty, of 
Baltimore, on April 30, following a ride 
in Dodson’s cab to Virginia, were exon- 
erated by the grand jury. Dougherty 
complained that Dodson and the woman 
robbed him of $80 and a watch and 
then threw him out of the cab on a 
lonely road in Virginia. The names of 
other persons indicted or exonerated 
will be found in the daily legal record 
of The Post. 


The commission made no. definite

An addition to the build- 
ing might interfere with future street 
changes needed to care for traffic be- 
ween the Northwest section of the 
city and Union station. 

Discussing the projected M_ street 
bridge in Georgetown over Rock Creek 
valley, the commissioners decided the 
span should be sufficient to provide a 
roadway 54 feet wide in the valley, ex- 
clusive of sidewalk space on either side, 
and that the bridge should have a 
roadway at least 40 feet wide. 

A change in the highway plan pro- 
viding a 90-foot roadway connecting 
Blacgensburg road with South Dakota 
avenue, between the Pennsylvania rail- 
road tracks and the National Training 
School for Boys, was approved by the 
body. 

This new highway between Bladens- 
burg road @nd Anacostia park will start 
at Bladensburg road as a direct exten- 
sion of Queen’s Chapel road and run 
north of and parallel to the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad tracks as far as Ana- 
costia park. It will be 90 feet wide.
